THE ROMANCE OF WORDS 


CIGAR 
A 
N U M B E R o f prominent 
etymologists, among th em 
Littré, h ave endeavored to prove 
th e word “cigar” is derived from 
th e Spanish cigarra, meaning 
grassh opper, 
and th at it was 
applied to th e rolled leaves of 
tobacco by reason of th eir simi­ 
larity in sh ape to th e body of 
th is insect. 
Th is explanation, 
wh ile ingenious, h ardly fits th e 
facts iii th e case, for wh en to­ 
bacco was first introduced into 
Spain from Cuba, it was grown 
in gardens or cigarrales, as th e 
Spanish call th em. 
Th e wealth ier Spaniards h ad 
a fad of raising tobacco in th eir 
cigarrales and making th eir own 
cigars, wh ich th ey would proffer 
with th e explanation “Es de mi 
cigarral” (“It is from my gar­ 
den” as proof th at th e tobacco 
was 
wh olesome 
and 
h ome­ 
grown). Before long th e expres­ 
sion ch anged to “Este cigarro es 
di mi cigarral,” wh ich migh t be 
literally translated, “Th is gar­ 
den product from my garden,” 
and it was from th is th at th e 
word “cigar” originated. 
H ow ler,/ in th e final analysis, 
th e 
grassh opper 
does 
h ave 
someth ing to do with it—for th e 
Spanish “cigarral” or “garden” 
is so-called because It is th e 
place wh ere 
th e grassh opper 
(“cigarra”) resides.

Nick Name Black and Tans 
Was 
Given Them in Derision When 
Their Uniforms Were Change

Much has been heard of the “Black 
and Tans” in the chaotic ^a r of 
assassinations, ambushes and repri­ 
sals in Ireland', but probably few 
people abroach have much informa­ 
tion as to who and what these men 
are. 
The official title of the' corps is 
the Auxiliary Division of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary, and they were 
organized when the supply 
of 
re 
¡emits for the R. I. C. began to fail. 
The R. I. C., long famous as one of 
thP most efficient bodies of semi­ 
military police in the 
world, 
was 
formerly exclusively 
composed 
of 
Irishmen. Men of magnificent phy­ 
sique, 
and 
superior 
intelligence, 
they ranked much higher than 
the 
ordinary policeman, and in the bet“ 
ter class Irish farmer 
families it 
was a subject for pride that they 
had a son in the R. I. C. 
Equally efficient -as cavalry or in­ 
fants?, and armed with swords, ri­ 
fles, bayonets, revolvers, clubs 
and 
handgrenades, the R. I. C. 
rarely 
had much trouble with the most tur­ 
bulent Irish mobs. Only on rar^ oc­ 
casions did they need 
any 
other 
weapon than their clubs, and a cou­ 
ple of these [hardy Ji°rsemen would 
break up an ugly mob of contestants 
without doing more 
damage 
than 
cracking a head or two. 
And 
the 
people thus clubbed A)ore no malice; 
in fact the R. I. C. were generally 
well-liked. 
The niek-name “Black and T a n s” 
was given them in derision, when the 
authorities, not being quite sure how 
they were going to uniform 
them, 
and not having sufficient R. I. C. un­ 
iforms in stock, 
fitted 
them 
out 
partly in the dark 
green 
(almost 
black) of the parent corps and part­ 
ly in ordinary 
army 
khaki. 
The 
sneer that these half-black 
lvalf- 
brown clad men resembled tlie snap- 
pv little black! And-fan terrier was 
soon stifled and “Black and Tan” 
is now a name of terror. Mostly, 
however, the “Black and Tans” wear 
ordinary 
officer's 
khaki uniform, 
without rank badges, except for the 
black accoutrements and bandoliers 
of the R. I. C. and lately a 
Scotch 
‘‘bonnet” with a white St. Andrews 
cross as badge, instead of the reg­ 
ulation cap. 
Other forces in 
Ireland, 
apart 
from the regular British troops, are 
the 
Ulster 
Volunteers, 
a 
force 
formed by the Unionist leader Sir 
dward Carson in 1913 to resist the 
passage of Home Rule. This again 
is a deeidely dangerous army, num­ 
bering some 150,000 men, many of 
whom 
are 
well-trained, -having 
served in the recent war. The 36th 
Ulster ¡Division in France was chie­ 
fly recruited from Carson's Ulster 
Volunteers. 
The Irish Nationalist Volunteers, 
originally formed as a reply to the 
Ulster Volnteers have mostly been 
absorbed by Sinn Fein "and consti- 
tutesXhe “Irish Republcan Army”. 
These again are a formidable org­ 
anization as many have seen war 
with the 35th Nationalist Division 
in France. Those without war exper- 1 
lence have been drilling and training 
for four years and if they could 
only obtain some 
artillery, 
there 
can be no doubt that an open rising 
would follow immediately. A11 
the 
Natioiialists, 
however, 
have 
not 
gone over to Sinn Fein. 
So far the Ulster Volunteers are 
not officially in arms, but 
numer­ 
ous outbreaks in Belfast, London­ 
derry and other 
parts 
of 
Ulster 
prove that they are ready to spring 
to arms at once. 
Knowing that they 
could 
never 
stir up much bitterness against this 
formidable force, tine ySinn Fein ex­ 
tremists set themselves to breaking 
it up by persuasion, intimidation and 
finally assassination. \ Some, 
they 
reasoned with on patriotic grounds, 
and secured 
a 
few 
resignations, 
while a strenttous propaganda cam­ 
paign, coupled with actual intimida­ 
tion and boycotting, prevented many 
voung men joining who would other­ 
wise have done so. The recent open 
campaign of assassination naturally 
weakened the morale of the force, 
especially as a boycott was rigidly 
enforced against the wives relatives 
ind known friends of the members 
>f the R. I. C.

Irish Constabulary, and they were

The R, I. C., long famous as one of 
thR most efficient bodies of senu- 
military poEce in the world, 
was 


-formerly exclusively 
composed of 


Irishmen. Men of magnificent phy- 
sique,

intelligence, 


thev ranked much higher than the 
ordinary policeman, and -in the bet 
ter class Irish farmer 
families it 


- was' a subject-for pride that they

Equally efficient as cavalry or in- 


fanta?, aid armed with swords, ri- 
fles, bayonets, revolvers, clubs and 
handgrenades, the R. I. C. rarely 
had much trouble with the most tur- 
bulent Irish mobs. Only on rare, oc- 
casions did they need 
any other 


weapon than their clubs, and a'cou- 
ple of these [hardy horsemen would 
break up an ugly mob of contestants 
without doing more damage than 
cracking a head or two. And the 
people thus dubbed We no malice;

Henry County Sportsman Agree Not 


to Shoot Quail This Season

Indianapolis, Ind., Dee. 3.—When 


Henry County obtains its Memorial
